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TRAINING FOR A NURSE 


O the average woman who aspires to 
I the hard and _ self-sacrificing life 
of a trained nurse, especially to one 
living in the country or in one of the smaller 
towns—and it is from these two sources that 
the best material is, as a rule, drawn—the 
difficulties attending the initiation into the 
complications and mysteries of a large city 
hospital, often appear almost insurmount- 
able. As a source of information the nearest 
hospital seems rarely to be thought of, and we 
constantly hear the question asked: “How 
and to whom must I apply in order that I may 
take a course in a training sclool for nurses?” 
‘The answer to this is simple enough. Write 
to the Superintendent of the training school 
connected with the hospital in which you wish 
to take your course, send your name and 
address, and ask for the application papers. 
These will be sent to you at once and are 
usually printed forms containing questions 
as to the applicant's age, health, education, 
etc. Blanks are left for the answers and you 
will probably be asked to supplement these 
with certificates from a physician, and from 
one or two others, in regard to your moral 
character, capabilities, and so forth. 
Should your first application not be accepted, 
do not be discouraged, but try again, either at 
the same school or another; several others if 


necessary. If you are in earnest and your

Motives are good will succeed. Fre- 
quently so many applications are received at 
one time by the authorities of a training school 
that it is impossible for them to accept all, 
while at another time or in another school your 
application might readily find favor. One 
may always, too, make personal application 
to the superintendent of any training school; 
and certain hours are usually set aside, gen- 
erally in the morning, for the interviewing of 
such applicants. 

The preferable age for candidates is from 
twenty-three to thirty-three years, but, if all 
else is satisfactory, a little latitude is often 
allowed in this respect Other things being 


you 






equal, women of superior education and 
cultivation are always preferred. 

The length of the course in all of the larger 
hospitals is now three years, not four as I 
have heard asserted. And although in most 
of the English schools a fourth year is given, 
this last year is devoted exclusively to training 
in private nursing. The three years include 
the probationary term, which varies in length, 
in different hospitals, 
from two to six months. 

Some of the schools 
are now establishing a 
special probationary 
or preliminary course 
of six months in the 
theory of nursing; the 
probationers being given 
one hour only, daily, 
of practical work in 
the wards. Classes are 
formed for instruction 
in domestic science; 
also in anatomy, physi- 
ology and hygiene, and 
in materia medica. 
The pupil nurses are 
thus prepared gradu- 
ally forthe arduous and 
delicate work which they 
will later encounter in 
the wards, and are en- 
abled to take up this 
practical side with a 
clearer insight into its 
difficulties and dangers. 

After acceptance the 
real work begins, 

both theoretical and 
practical. The work in 
the wards averages 
about eight toten hours 
a day, and classes are 
taken, and lectures and 
clinics given, by the 
attending physicians 
and surgeons, and by 
specialists in the various 
branches: as dietetics, 
massage, bandaging, 
obstetrics, operating 
room work, etc. 

A few schools, both 
here and in England, 
have instituted an eight 
hour system. This 
does not mean that the 
nurses are required to 
be on duty in the wards only eight hours out 
of the twenty-four, but that after eight hours 
“on duty’’ they are given eight hours “‘off,”” 
when they return for four or eight more. As 
the life under this system is necessarily not as 
regular as under the old established one the 
advantages to be obtained from it seem some- 
what doubtful. 

No charges are made for instruction in any 
of the schools in this country. On the con- 
trary, both uniforms and text books are 
supplied free to all who are accepted after 
the propationary term has expired. The 
uniforms are therefore considered the prop- 
erty of the schools and may not be worn 
outside of the hospitals save only by the gradu- 
ates. 

Each school has its own special uniform, 
and very pretty and becoming they all are: 
from those with dainty soft lawn fichu and 
deep white cuff, such as are worn by the New 
York Hospital nurses, to those with digni- 
fied starched bib extending from throat to 
waist line,as worn by the nurses of St. Luke’s 
New York. 

Like everything else in a_ well-ordered 
hospital and training school, the uniforms are 
made, and worn, according to regulation. 
Even the width of the various hems and bands 

is fixed. This is, of course, done in order to 
obtain uniformity, and certainly adds much 
to the general appearance of extreme neatness 
one always finds in all well ordered institutions. 

We often hear these strictures as to uni- 
formity criticized by patients and outsiders. 
Remarks are made, not always kind, to the 
effect that were more time' given to the patients 
and less to detail work, it would be better for 
the patients. These critics do not realize 
that once a pupil has been taught how to do 
a thing neatly and correctly—with exactitude— 
it takes no longer to do it thus than to do it in a

slip-shod manner; and it has always seemed 
to me that the graduate nurses owe a large 
part of their success to their trained habit of 
strict attention to apparently unimportant 
details. Are we not told that “‘Genius is 
but an infinite capacity for taking pains?” 

In the hospitals every nurse must wear the 
cap with her uniform. On private duty 
many nurses abandon it, and this is to be de- 
plored. In the first 
place, without the cap 
the uniform is, to my 
mind, characterless. The 
dainty capadds the fin- 
ishing touch that gives 
dignity to the whole, 
and there is not the 
slightest doubt that it 
also adds to the author- 
ity of the nurse, enab- 
ling her, with the more 
ease, to control a refrac- 
tory or delirious patient. 

The majority of the 
schools present each 
nurse, on graduating, 
with a simple gold pin, 
having the name of the 
hospital on one side, 
and the graduate’s 
name, with date of 
graduation, on the 
other. These pins are 
usually greatly prized, 
being considered a 
mark of esteem and 
also an “‘outward and 
visible sign’’ of the 
cherished diploma. 

In England and Scot- 
land the nurses all, 
both graduates and un- 
dergraduates, wear an 
outdoor uniform,usually 
of dark blue or grey, 
and consisting of a long 
cloak and a dainty little 
bonnet tied with a white 
bow under the chin. 
They are considered 
a great protection to 
women who are some- 
times obliged to go about 
alone, at night, in the 
large cities. In_ this 
country, however, ex- 
cept by St. Luke’s Hos- 
pital, Chicago, the cus- 
tom has not been adopted. 

There is, I believe, some talk among the 
nurses in England of abandoning this outdoor 
garb, as it has recently been copied by many 
women who have no claim to it, making it 
therefore no longer either a distinguishing 
mark or a protection. 


BEST ANNUAL HEDGE PLANT 


KOCHIA SCOPARIA 


a are many persons who must use 
an arnual hedge in situations where it 
is not desirable for some re2son to use 

the hardy ones, such as the box, or cypress. 
For this purpose there is nothing better than the 
Kochia, or, as it is commonly known, the “Fire 
Bush.” Each bush, with proper treatment, be- 
comes as symmetrical as a baseball, and about 
two and a half feet in hight, under good treat- 
ment and fine soil Start the seedlings by 
planting three seeds in a pot or flat, and as soon 
as they have shown the character leaves pull 
out two, so that there will be no crowding, 
to mar their symmetry. March is a good 
time to start them, and they should be 
grown in a warm temperature, and be 
kept shifted on as the pots fill with roots, 
being careful not to injure the fine foliage, as 
it can never be repaired. As soon as all dan- 
ger of frost is past, set the plants out as closely 
together as you desire the hedge to be thick; 
if a screen hedge is desired set them fifteen in- 
ches apart, in the row, but if a tight hedge is 
desired ,if the plants are eight inches high when 
planted out, set them a foot apart, and they will 
make one close solid wall of green, which will 
turn to a bright glowing crimson as the fall 
advances.

GUEST CHAMEER FURNISHINGS 


Lease give me some _ suggestions for 
furnishing my guest chamber, which 
is a large, square room with walls 

in light green velour, door draperies, and an 
Oriental rug in which green predominates. 
What shall I use for window hangings? What 
furniture? Cost of a brass bedstead ? 

Ans.—Use for your windows, sash curtains 
of white net in a fancy mesh, to hang straight 
against the pane, or white muslin curfains 
with a ruffle looped back. For inner curtains 
use one of the new shadow tapestries, with 
green predominating. This comes 50 inches 
wide, and costs about $1.85 a yard. Write 
for samples to Arnold, Constable & Co., 
igth St. & Broadway, and to Lord & Taylor, 
zoth St. & Broadway. Furnish the 100m in 
colonial mahogany, and have a mahogany 
bedstead. But you can use a brass bed if 
you wish, and have the rest of the furniture 
mahogany, though we consider all mahogany 
best. A single brass bed will cost in the 
neighborhood of $35, a double one upwards 
from $50. If you get brass, get the new 
square tubing. You can write for a circu- 
lar to the Whitcomb Metallic Bedstead Co., 
874 Bway. You will need, besides the bed, 
a dressing table, a good sized table and bed 
table, washstand, if there is no bath room 
attached, two or three single chairs, and two 
easy chairs. For the easy chairs green wicker 
would be pretty unholstered with the shadow 
tapestry. It will add much to the attractiveness 
of your room if you have a lounge also. For 
this use cushions covered with green, with slips 
of linen inset with heavy lace, such as Cluny. 
A cheval glass also is a great convenience in 
a bedroom, and almost a necessity. Use the 
larger ‘table for writing materials, or better 
still have a small desk. A desk is necessary 
in a guest chamber.

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A FORM OF BONDAGE 


He privations, needs, and wrongs of women workers employed in factories, sweat 
shops, and other places of industry, are looked after by associations, even the Little 
Mother having been spied in the home and later discovered philanthropically. 

Indeed, judging from the amount of activity and general interest displayed, it seems hardly 

possible that any class of women in this country could have escaped the friendly attention of 

the kind-hearted men and women who have concerned themselves in disinterested attempts 
to ease the condition of women who need a helping hand. With all their genuine desire to 
help, however, the philanthropists appear to have overlooked a class of girls who are quite 
as much in need of aid as any whose interests are being looked after. ‘That it will be as 
easy to improve their lot does not appear likely, as they do not, as a rule, belong to the 
poorer classes. Most of them have a sufficiency of food and live in sanitary environment. 

The only agency which will improve their condition is an enlightened and humanized public 

opinion that will regard as intolerable the exacting and purposeless role they are compelled 

to fill. The victim referred to is the young girl whose married brother or sister gives her a 

home because she is poor and orphaned, or worse. It is considered at present quite proper 

that the girl shall, in return for her board and such clothing as is given her, be the drudge of 

the household, especially if there are children. She not alone saves the hire of a nurse, or a 

serving woman or servant, but she can be depended upon to render more service than the 

hireling, and she is infinitely more safe. The married sister, as a rule, sees that the girl's 
time is very fully employed, and apparently the taskmaster is so untrained ethically that she 
does not realize she is doing the girl a cruel wrong, to thus make of her a domestic slave. 

Giving hera home, indeed ! 


‘What is really done is to put her in what is practically a jail and deprive her of the 
opportunity for economic training that every poor girl should receive. ‘The married 
sister has no more moral right to bind her sister to domesticity than she would have to 
enslave one of alien blood. 


It has been so much the custom for women’s labor in the house to be regarded as the 
due of any one of her kin who holds the purse strings that it will, perhaps, be some time 
before the world is educated to a realization that it is no more just to compel an orphan sister 
to be a domestic drudge than it would be to put a young brother to such an ignoble use. 
An enlightened public sentiment will surely demand, in these modern days of economically 
independent womanhood, that the orphan sister shall be given opportunity for training in 
some preferred self-supporting industry, and that such service as she may render in return 
for board and clothes shall be only temporary. The birthright of every girl, as well as boy, 
is proper equipment for self help. 


This will undoubtedly be a new, and probably an unpalatable doctrine for married 
sisters and brothers, who now regard themselves as entitled to unlimited service by the girl 
relative so unfortunate as to be cast upon them for support. The subject is one, however, 
that needs only to be presented to arouse the interest of all just persons. How the selfish 
taskmasters can be reached and the girls’ rescue effected are details that can be arranged 
to meet the needs of different localities. The question itself is not alone one of freeing 
many thousands of girls in lower middle-class homes from an irksome and development- 
arresting bondage, but is a matter in which the State is concerned. Modern conditions 
demand that the portionless girl as well as the boy of the same class shall be self-supporting, 
and the State’s interest is that this modern necessity shall be so universally recognized as 
to limit to the smallest possible numbers those who become burdens on the community. 
Therefore justice for the girl and for the community alike demand the emancipation of this 
class of sisters.

Y train ran into the Great Union 
four hours late, and to my dismay 
the friends, whom I was to have 
joined en route for W., were 
nowhere to be found.

Then she told me of the Bachelor Woman's 
House, secured a cab for me, and in a quarter 
of an hour I was standing before the hotel 
desk waiting to be assigned toa room. To 
my consternation, after a long delay, the 
young subordinate returned to say that every 
room in the house was taken. My face 
must have expressed my alarm, for the 
boy’s flippant eyes steadied into seriousness, 
and to my appeal for anything in the way of 
shelter, said he would ‘‘try again.’’ Just 
here a bell rang sharply, and I noticed ‘¢715°° 
drop into view on the annunciator, The boy 
looked puzzled, I thought, as he glanced up 
at the number, but asked me to wait a minute. 

Another anxious fifteen minues, and he 
returned to ask if I minded ‘‘doublin’ up ?”" 

«¢ Anything,’’ I told him, ‘¢ even to twice 
doubling.”” He grinned, opened the door of 
the cage, shot me up to the the seventh floor, 
slammed open the door, called: ** 715-t’-th’- 
left,’’ slammed the door again, and dropped 
back into the dark. 

Through a half-open door at the end of 
the corridor a light was slanting, a little nar- 
row road of white along the passage ; I fol- 
lowed it to its source, and above a panel read 
“<715,°° and rapped; and so came upon the 
strange story of the blue silk stockings. 

A splendidly tall woman with heavy dark 
hair swung the door open and made me wel- 
come. She wore a grey kimona, with queer 
bands of blue running its lengths, which hung 
in soft folds to her feet, and moved toward me 
with a graceful sandal-shod certainty that 
hinted of the East. I was instantly aware, 
though I could not have explained by what 
means, that she was possessed of an unusual 
personality, also that she was laboring under 
some intense excitement. As she greeted me 
our eyes met—there was a shock of communi- 
cation ; the woman was frightened! I reached 
her my hand. ¢* Ghosts !’’ she answered, and 
laughed a note or two, but did not take my 
hand. The slight awkwardness of the mement 
was broken by my hostess graciously offering to 
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brew me a cup of tea, and she busied herself 
about the dainty tea table. I watched her in- 
terestedly, musing how even in this simple duty 
there was betrayed in her the unusual ; some- 
thing indefinite, exquisite, incomplete ; that 
she lived too arduously, perhaps, gave too 
generously of self; the sort of woman who 
dies in the thirties, and lights and fades while 
you are watching her. 

Shortly after we were seated at the tea table, 
and here I began apologies for my intrusion; 
but she checked me. ‘‘I am glad to have 
you with me tonight,’’ she said. Her tones 
were crowded with husky notes, yet magneti- 
cally pleasant, and there was, too, the little in- 
describable finish of syllables that bespeaks the 
voice student. ‘*I am lonely, and—you 
guessed it—afraid.*’ She turned to me seri- 
ously: ‘* Were you ever afraid?’’ I saw the 
dark circles under her eyes widen as she spoke. 
«« Frightened by the unexplainable, I mean.”” 

*¢ Not just that, perhaps,’’ I ventured; ‘but 
tell me what has frightened you, and be very 
sure of my sympathy ?”’ 

««May I?"* came almost like achild. <‘«It 
will fortify me somewhat to tel] some one.** 

And so, instead of sleep, I sat while the 
minutes checked themselves off into eternity, 
listening to her story. I do not attempt to 
explain it, but give it simply as told me. 

My companion leant slightly forward—I

Take, for instance, the new real lace cos- 
tumes that represent such lavish expenditures, 
The present difference lies in their extra heavi- 
ness of the laces, and the elaborateness of the 
lace itself, Their smart appearance depends 
upon this weighty effect, this dragged down 
look—for it is to be noticed that to obtain that 
expression the heaviest, the coarsest laces, 
are carefully put together, intermingled, in 
other words, with a very light and delicate 
kind of lace. So it is when the lace is used 
as an application, and the design is formed by 
selecting certain lace motifs. They are then 
applied to the showiest of nets, mousselines, or 
chiffons. In the same way heaviest ot Irish 
lace is united to the sheer baby Irish. Bell 
shaped are the skirts, so that the lace design is 
prominent, and the _ blouse 
waist, somewhat modified in its 
pouch, holds its own; though 
the short coat style is making 
rapid success.

A RELIABLE CLEANING HOUSE 


WW": the planning and selecting of new 

frocks is over, and the outcome 
placed in the hands of the dress- 
maker, the attention turns next to the refur- 
bishing of last year’s toilets, while many of 
one’s winter house gowns may be made to 
answer for coaching and various spring 
functions, if properly freshened. This 
brings up the question of cleaning, and a 
very important one it is, although one which 
is seldom considered, Of late years cheap 
processes have been much advertised and 
patronized, frocks and negligées being bundled 
off to these establishments with never a thought 
of what it all really means, It is no less than 
astounding that the majority of persons are 
so utterly indifferent to the hygienic signifi- 
cation of having garments superficially cleansed 
in great quantities with preparations far from 
pure, and by methods too rapid to admit of 
wholly sanitary conditions. A firm whose 
management neglects no detail of health con- 
ditions and whose work is done in accordance 
with the most approved standards is an unlim- 
ited blessing to the public. Such establish- 
ments do exist, and in patronizing one in par- 
ticular, the patron is insured against all danger 
of injurious particles remaining in the clothes 
as a result of too quick drying, or the use of 
injurious acids. All patrons are fully and con- 
scientiously protected against fire, the works 
being absolutely fireproof. This menace is 
of course an ever present one in the business. 

Aside from these serious aspects of the case 
there are several other points offering special 
inducements. The shop itself is altogether 
delightful, well lighted and aired, and fitted 
in the most excellent taste. It is intended for 
the convenience of customers, and its central 
location makes it a most easily accessible 
point at which to meet a friend. Great, easy 
chairs there are in which to rest while waiting, 
and a completely appointed desk stands ready, 
on which may be despatched a forgotten note. 

The time allowed by this house for cleansing 
is one week, and this is only reasonable, if the 
work be executed in the right way. Honest, 
thorough cleansing is by no means a light task, 
entailing as it does not only the actual eradi- 
cation of the soil and spots, but the careful 
examination of the goods beforehand and the 
pressing afterwards, which turns out the article 
in as nearly perfect a condition as possible. 
One or two points should be observed by the 
customer, which are often not kept in mind, the 
result being disappointmen? ind a useless gown. 
It is unwise ever to have one of two pieces 
cleaned; for instance a coat without a skirt, or 
skirt without waist. However fresh one may 
appear, there is some inevitable soil if there has 
been any wear at all, and this appears to one’s 
chagrin after the half has undergone the pro- 
cess, Then, too, in some colors cleansing 
slightly lightens the shade, although not per- 
ceptibly unless compared with the original 
fabric. A persistent fallacy is that spots may 
be removed satisfactorily by being treated 
alone, but rims invariably appear caused by the 
fluid which is used to take them out. It is 
therefore always advisable to have the entire 
garment cleansed. 

A word about curtains is apropos just now 
when houses are being dismantled and the 
usual spring cleaning imminent. Again and 
again it occurs that new draperies will come 
home from the cleansers in holes, and this is, 
to say the least, aggravating. The cause of 
this unfortunate result is not generally known. 
It is that the action of dust and sunlight in a 
winter's hanging rots the mesh until the slight- 
est pressure will separate the goods. Some- 
times, too, the curtains have lain in a box at 
the store for several years before they were 
bought, subject to the action of more or less 
dust, and have in this way become tender. 
The firm of which I speak assumes no respon- 
sibility for lace curtains, but one may rely ab- 
golutely upon their dictum after an examination,

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A RESUME OF SPRING FASHIONS 


Lthough a simple matter to run over 
A the various fabrics of which this sea- 
son’s suits are made, it is a difficult 
one to give more than a general description 
of patterns, weaves and color effects. As 
usual, gray is the predominating shade, and 
the English over-plaid designs—some of them 
rather striking—are in vogue, but otherwise 
there are only the familiar finished and unfin- 
ished worsteds, plain and fancy-pattern chev- 
iots, serges, twee ds, cas- 
simeres and flannels of 
past years, and, in gen- 
eral, it is only among 
the fine imported qual- 
ities that one finds de- 
cided distinction. 
SACK SUITS 
As to cut, taking up 
first the subject of sack 
suits, the long expected 
return to the military 
back model has come, 
and by many makers 
is already being carried 
to extremes, but, as 
it is still the fashion to 
make coats long, the 
style is somewhat dif- 
ferent from that of the 
extremely abbreviated 
jackets of six or eight 
years ago, and to some figures by no means 
unbecoming. The drawing of coat in back 
view published herewith illustrates the general 
style of the season, and the form-fitting cut 
of the seams and flare at the bottom is not in 
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all the ready-made clothing manufacturers are 
using the model; it is to be seen in the show 
windows of all the less expensive tailors, and 
is much affected by a class of what may be 
described as would be smartly dressed men, 
and comparatively little by men who really 
dress well. There has been a tendency towards 
it, as a general fashion, for a year or more back; 
it is not a new design to the really fashionable 
tailors, and, while they do give a little spring 
to the seams of some of the coats they turn out, 
they rarely carry it to an extreme, and, on the 
other hand, cut many of their sack coats with 
the loose, straight back. 
NEW POINT 

Another idea, which really is new this spring, 
is the rounded-out or bulging cut of the front 
edges of the sack coat below the last button, 
as illustrated by the other drawing. But this, 
while not a general fashion in any sense of the 
term, is neither a smartly exclusive one, or one 
in any way to be recommended. It does not 
improve the appearance of the coat and, if one 
wants to wear the garment unbuttoned, actually 
interferes with its proper hang. At least this 
is my opinion, and if asked why, then, these two 
models are illustrated, the answer is merely to 
show a general and a novel style of this spring 
as an aid to description. 

But I am devoting too much space to the 
sack suit and shall only add that lapels are cut 
broad and long—in many instances showing 
a little of the waistcoat above them—that it 
is still the general style to crease the side seams, 
that vents in the side seams, or a single long 
vent in the middle back seam, is correct; that 
trousers are cut moderately full and straight in 
line, and that there is practically no change in 
the shapes or styles of waistcoats. 


FANCY WAISTCOATS 


In what may be called, as a distinguishing

PORT ENTERTAINING 


He trip from Genoa to Cannes was 

I delightful. We had balmy weather 

and no mistral. I found our servants 
installed at the Cannes villa, which is delight- 
fully situated, with a view of the Harbor and 
the sea beyond. It is yet Lent, and we have 
only given a few sober quiet dinners. We 
have been at the clubs and are to take a short 
cruise next week in our yacht. This time, 
we will have a Russian Grand Duke and 
his most charming wife as our guests. We 
parted from many of our American friends at 
Genoa. Only a few were coming here; the 
greater number were going to Cairo and so 
beyond up the Nile to the uttermost verge of 
European civilization. 

Cannes and Rome are the only two Italian 
places where one can pass the spring pleasantly. 
At all the other towns along the Riviera the 
invalids are in the majority. Monte Carlo is 
interesting, and one has an excellent restau- 
rant, and the tables are worth going in to see; 
but there is much that is artificial there. Nice 
is dull, and I was very glad that we arrived on 
the Riviera after the Battle of Flowers and the 
Carnival. Our villa is the orthodox Italian 
mansion standing in a garden of palms, orange 
and olive trees and oleanders and other evi- 
dences of the semi tropics. It has good 
drawing rooms, and a ball room, and the 
dining room is large enough for general enter- 
taining. We have a full staff of English 
servants in our livery and a few additions 
from Hillesley House. We drive by motor a 
great deal. The American colony this year 
is rather small. There are altogether about 
a dozen American yachts in the harbor, in- 
cluding one of a bachelor who was originally 
a New Yorker, and who entertains delightfully. 
Knowing many Europeans, especially Rus- 
sians, we were not limited to the English and 


American element. One finds the Russians 
charmingly democratic. We are told that 
King Edward will look in on us. We miss 


the Duke of Cambridge who was always a 
visitor here, and we were wont to meet him 
again at Hombourg later in the season. The 
King of Greece, whom we have met several 
times at Aix les Bains, seldom comes to Cannes, 
and this year he is in mourning for the late 
King of Denmark. There are here and there 
scattered an Austrian Archduke or two and 
not a few German notables. One of these, a 
woman, is really quite jolly, although she does 
not seem to enjoy the full favor of the Teutonic 
element. But the various types are most 
interesting. Everyone is on a frolic, and when 
Europeans unbend in the pursuit of pleasure 
they throw distinctions to the winds—I am 
speaking of the veritable aristocracy, not of the 
English of the middle class. 

We entertain a great deal at breakfast. One 
misses the New York markets. Although 
the cuisine of Europe is much superior, it is 
limited on account of the small supply. I find 
the fish coarse and not appetizing. I do not 
rave over the denizens of the Mediterranean. 
I, of course,except from this general anathema, 
the sardine. 

The meats are not as good as ours, and one 
is forced to resort to the entree. In fact, many 
of the supplies come from Paris. We are to 
give a series of gastronomic experiments during 
the season. Originality is appreciated, and 
when it appeals to the appetite it is all the 
more in favor. I am sure a dejeuner with 
sausa es and griddle cakes would be a success. 
One wearies of the caneton de Rouen and the 
asperges en branches. These Russian and 
Austrians and French and German notables 
really make Cannes and the Riviera the attract- 
ive place that it is, for the climate is not marvel- 
lous. It is not half so delightful as the gulf 
coast of the southern States, or in Florida or in 
our new Porto Rico or in the West Indies. 

There are days when it is chilly and windy, 
and the dust is something frightful. The 
entire south coast of France and this part 
of Italy has been Saxonized. The English 
are everywhere and the Americans play a close 
second. After a month at Cannes we shall 


run up to Rome for after Easter. Although 
the Easter ceremonies are interesting, the 
Eternal City is too crowded at that time, and I 
dislike anything like a mob. 

It is awkward at first entertaining a royal 
highness, but you soon become used to it. 
We have been in receipt of a request from one 
of the ‘‘anointed’ asking would it be agreeable 
for him and his suite to visit us next Thursday 
on our yacht. The vessel will be dressed with 
American flag and the flags of his country, and 
we must comply with all the demands of 
etiquette on such an occasion. But we are at 
least to play that as Americans we are only 
simple people, and I assure you that these 
European potentates, be they kings or kaisers, 
‘or grand dukes or great nobles, are much 
more simple in their intercourse with ordinary 
mortals like ourselves than our people in high 
station in our own democratic country. One 
almost trembles in Washington for fear of a 
lese majeste, but such a mishap, is a rare 
occurrence on this side of the water. There 
are a few simple rules to remember, and 
and the sovereign or princely person, who is 
usually a good fellow,soon puts you at your 
ease. The company to meet this personage 
will be small and as the shop keepers say 
extremely carefully selected. The list will 
be submitted. We shall have luncheon served 
at small tables and I intend to have at least 
one American dish—probably lobster a la 
Newburg. 

I have often been asked whether I would 
accept a decoration from a European sover- 
eign or an Eastern potentate. I have always 
refused, pleading the Constitution of my 
country. But we are lax in this regard and 
the average American—again Mr. Gregory— 
delights in flying about Europe with bits of 
ribbon in his buttonhole, in imitation of the 
Frenchman who,if he cannot have the Legion 
of Honor, finds some paltry pinchbeck sub- 
stitute for it. If, however, a sovereign should 
insist, what could I say? I should wear my 
decoration abroad but never in my own 
country, and it is the acme of bad taste todisplay 
any American ribbon—they are mostly un- 
official and are badges of historical associa- 
tions or clubs—however you may pine to be 
on a footing with a French or German or 
Italian cousin. Decorations to-day are very 
easily obtained and even the Legion of Honor, 
once so coveted by Frenchmen in the days of 
the Republic,is awarded promiscuously. Many 
Americans possess it, and during times of 
expositions governments and sovereigns are 
most lavish with these bits of ribbons and 
tawdry trinkets. 

The Europeans are following our example 
gradually about small and early dinners. We 
are regarded to-day as the rising gastronomic 
nations and we have gained quite a reputation 
for our cuisine. In Cannes, as at Newport, 
we eat frequently but not much at a time. 
We have the French instead of the English 
breakfast, and the second dejeuner, which js 
served generally between one and two, is the 
meal of the day. At five,if we do not go to the 
Club, we have tea on the terrace and dine at 
eight. There are besides the private enter- 
tainments, dances at the Club and other 
amusements and a stray theatrical and opera 
troupe gives us a taste of theatrics. 

And then it is only a short run to Monte 
Carlo and to Nice where the Opera is ex- 
cellent and were there are always good Pari- 
sian and Italian dramatic companies should 
we become tired of the hurly-burly of the famous 
salle and the delights of the different restau- 
rants. We live much of the day in the open, 
and with the combination of land and sea we 
can manage to make out at least twelve or 
more hours of enjoyment each day. 

I am to go down this evening to the yacht 
and rehearse the reception we are to give to 
the august personage who is to honor us with 
his company next week. Even in the old 
days, when I did not have my own band, I 
always employed a bugler who played the 
National anthem at sunrise and at sunset, and 
even if we were not up at the first rendition 
we were always on deck when the flag was 
furled,and we joined lustily in the inspiring 
strains of the Star Spangled Banner. On all 
my yachts I have made this the invariable 
rule. The salute to the flag is a duty as well 
as a pleasure of the day. But I must confess 
that I feel much discouraged when I see some 
of my countrymen so indifferent to this patri- 


otic observance. I have seen,in New York, 
flags flying on buildings after sunset; the 
rule is that they should be furled at that hour. 
The Stars and Stripes must not wave in the 
breezes of the night. It is an act of disrespect 
Then at many of the clubs and buildings in 
our large cities flags are almost always at 
perpetual half mast. This is absurd. It is 
only carelessness. We are so busy that we 
neglect the little things of life,and some of 
these are most important. 

When we stand in a public place, while our 
anthem is being played, we do so in a shame- 
faced way, as if we did not wishto be seen or 
to confess ourselves as belonging to a great 
and glorious nation. No one has censured 
spread eagleism more than I, and I avoid the 
rampant American who wears his heart and 
his flag on his sleeve. But there is no reason 
why, on the other hand, we should seem ashamed 
of a standard which has lived through more 
than a century of honor. Europeans are 
frequently surprised at our lack of patriotism. 

And this next week I shall put my crew 
through its drill in greeting our royal guest, 
but at no time shall it be allowed to be forgotten 
that he is on board the yacht of an American, 
and this can be easily done without offending 
the canons of good taste or appearing in the 
least obtrusive. What is a man without a 
country. The nations of the world can only 
honor us for our loyalty to our principles and 
our constitution, and our love for the flag which 
is the symbol of our Union.

DINNERS 
Parer No. I 


INVITATIONS 


1 , 7 Ritten dinner invitations in the third 
person have almost completely gone 
out of date, except for a formal din- 
ner, and then the engraved card illustrated 
is most generally used, and sent ten days 
beforehand. (This article does not treat of 
banquets.) In sending an invitation it should 
be mentioned if cards or any other amusement 
will take place after dinner. In this way one 
will know when to order his carriage, and if 
he should dislike cards, etc., he can refuse the 
invitation. A prompt answer is absolutely 
necessary. 
The blank invitation forms can also be used 
for receptions, musicals, bridge parties, etc. 
Both afternoon and evening forms are given. 


DRFSS 


If women are to be present a man should 
always wear full evening dress. Dinner 
jackets are only for men’s parties and intimate 
family dinners. The proper dress for women 
is more or less low neck and short sleeves, 
according to the formality of the dinner, but 
in a community where most people dine in 
high neck, one must use her own judgment. 
A woman always wears gloves to a formal 
dinner, a man of course leaves his in the dress- 
ing room. A high neck gown and hat should be 
worn in a restaurant or public place. Most 
women in this country dislike wearing a low 
gown in a restaurant. 

It is a mistake to imagine that full dress is 
not perfectly proper on Sunday evening. 
If a dinner or any formal function is to be 
given on Sunday evening full dress is as 
obligatory as on any other day. 


DRESSING ROOM PRECEDENCE 


A dressing room should be placed at the 
service of the women guests, but as a rule 
they prefer to leave their wraps in the hall. 
A maid should certainly assist them to remove 
and put on wraps, etc. 

It is a mistake to imagine that it saves 
embarrassment to ask one’s friends to go into

LACE WORK AMONG THE 
MINNESOTA INDIANS 


Mong the evidences of the interest 
A the late Bishop Whipple took in the 
Indians of the Northwest is the lace 
industry, which was started under his direction 
in northern Minnesota. Here in the wilds of 
the pine forests are made lace bedspreads that 
sell for $300 to $400, and other exquisitely 
fashioned pieces that have taken prizes at the 
various World’s Fairs. Much of this work is 
done by Ojibway Indians, who live in curious 
huts much like teepees. These are made of 
skins, bark and saplings. Ten years ago

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twelve Indian women started this lace making, 
which has today grown to such proportions 
that schools have been opened in four or five 
places. 

It is sold under the auspices of church 
societies and patrons in Honolulu, New York, 
Philadelphia, Pittsburg and Chicago. All 
kinds of laces are made, from narrow edges 
to expensive boleros, jackets and_berthas. 
They are exquisite in design, for the Indian 
woman loves to give play to her imagination, 
and to make odd designs such as lamp shades 
with fijures in canoes. For durability it has 
no equal. Many of the youngest women 
have been educated on the reservation and 
carry on the work at home, but the most 
expert are the old squaws, who are delighted 
at an opportunity to apply the skill they formerly 
used in bead work. In the extreme cold of a 
Minnesota winter these women will walk 
over frozen lakes and through miles of track- 
less snow to carry their lace to the Sa-sha-be— 
se-que or lace-making woman, that they may 
get their dollars which keep them from cold 
and want.

It is one of the mos 
successful of the ventures to help the Indian td 
become self-respecting, and to earn his way by 
work. It gives the squaws employment and 
exercises an influence so practical in one of th 
most beautiful spots of Minnesota that it j 
to be regretted the industry has not heed 
started among the more southern tribes.

Bernhardt and her managers pluckily 
decided to take to a tent and give performances 
in this unsuitable environment. About all 
Austin crowded to the tent, something like 
eight thousand being jammed in the tent, be- 
sides thousands were turned away. The demon- 
stration became too strong for those who were 
withholding the theatres, and later performances 
were given in the Austin Opera House. The 
first night she appeared in the theatre, she 
numbered among her audience Governor Lang- 
ham, Lieutenant-Governor Neal, judges of the 
higher courts, and many members of the legis- 
lature.

The play which is on at Liberty Theatre is in 
four acts, all the scenes save one being laid 
in the White House. The sentimental interest 
is furnished by Kate Morris, a niece of Mrs. 
Lincoln, who loves one of the Bixby boys, and 
by so doing excites the jealousy of her guardian, 
Major Flood, who is a Confederate spy. The 
home life of the President is shown, the first act 
closing with the selection by Lincoln of Stanton 
as Secretary of War, against the advice of Mrs. 
Lincoln. The third act has the great scene 
of the play, where the jealous Major Flood 
makes matters exciting by bringing false accu- 
sation of treachery against young Bixby. 
The final scene is very dramatic and audiences 
are wrought up to enthusiasm, which is not 
lessened when the orchestra strikes up The 
Star Spangled banner.

artand reading. Among the hundreds of hou- 
sands who patronize the New York houses of 
amusements in any season, there are, of course, 
all conceivable gradations of taste, from the 
small number of the intellectually elect, whose 
ideal of the stage is that it shall be a means of 
culture,to the mentally barren who frequent 
theatrical entertainments to get rid of the 
boredom of enduring their own society, or that 
of their immediate family. About the only 
sentiment most classes of playgoers (the word 
having reference to their grade of culture and 
not social status) have in common is a desire 
on the part of thetwomen for a happy ending 
love story, and on the part of the men on in- 
sistence for laughter-exciting episodes or dia- 
logue, and unless a play meets either of these 
very primitive requirements it is not usually 
a popular success. A lamentable case in 
point was The Harvester, in which Otis Skinner 
appeared a season or two ago, with great 
credit to himself, but in which he did not meet 
with the popular appreciation due to so fine 
a play and such excellent presentation of the 
rolé in which the eternal masculine was vividly 
portrayed. The public, it is said, balked at 
the finale, where, true to the eternal verities, 
and of course to the dramatic unities, the in- 
constant Harvester, who has married the girl 
he betrayed years before, in order to legitima- 
tise their child, after a bit goes his wandering 
changeful, irresponsible way, instead of settling 
down tamely to prosaic village life. The end 
of the play was in the highest degree art, 


but the public shrieked for a happy ending, 
and when Mr. Skinner rightfully refused to 
ruin the finely conceived character of the 
Harvester’ by introducing an ending to his 


career that was entirely out of character, the 
public took but a languid interest in the flay. 
Never was the plaint of the playwright and 
the excuse of the producer of glittering inani- 
ties better justified than by the attitude of 
the public toward this play. However banal 
or unclean or otherwise undesirable plays may 
be, the public is the culprit. Enthusiastic 
as a manager may be to elevate the stage, he 
can hardly be expected to do so at his own 
expense. There is hardly one of them who, all 
things being equal, would not prefer having 
his name linked with Shakesperean revivals 
or the production of other dramas of high 
rank, rather than with cheap—in the sense of 
poor—-productions that depend for their drawing 
powers on the physical attractions of the stage 
exhibits, or mechanical or upholsterer’s effects. 
The public, however, so frequently punishes 
the manager, who indulges his taste for higher 


things, by refusingto patronize superior class . 


productions which he offers at great preliminary 
cost, it is not surprising that like most of those 
who undertake other callings, he follows the 
lines of least resistance in the direction of wealth 
accumulation. It is not found that even those 
who must inveterately criticize managers for 
not sacrificing all for the elevation of the stage, 
are themselves in the least disposed to play 
the rolé of martyr in behalf of that, or any 
other reform. There is no gainsaying, as 
with politics, so with the stage, the men and 
measures in the one case, and the plays in 
the other, are only representative, and when

each individual realizes his own share of 
responsibility for whatever is undesirable in 
politics or on the stage,matters will be im- 
proved, and not until then.

TYPEWRITER FOR THE BLIND 


R. Dussaud, a, Frenchman who has 
rapidly become known through a 


number of important practical in- 
ventions, has invented a new typewriter for the 
blind, of which it is expected that it will revolu- 
tionize the writing of blind persons and enable 
them to write and read in the same manner 
and under the same conditions as those who can 
see. They will, in future, also need only 
a single alphabet, instead of two as heretofore, 
The apparatus is supplied with a row of keys, 
and if one, two, or more of these keys are 
pressed down with the fingers, the desired 
letters or the desired word appears. This 
new typewriter with keys is by far the most 
perfect instrument which has ever been offered 
to the blind for writing. It can be rapidly 
operated, and furnishes a regular writing 
that the blind can easily read. Another 
advantage of special importance is that the 
lines cannot run into each other. Tests have 
been made at the Ecole Braille for the Blind,

LETTERS OF HENRIK IBSEN. Trans-

Ibsen is a very old man, but men still well 
on the sunny side of fifty have seen his emer- 
gence from a region of doubtful fame and his 
safe arrival at his present unquestioned emin- 
ence. It is yet difficult to guess what his 
final place in letters will be, for the war over 
him has made his partisans on the one hand 
and his detractors on the other extravagant 
in praise and blame. *These letters, with 
the biographical introduction should interest 
alike his friends and his foes. Here is the 
story of this intense and perturbed soul’s 
development. The note of the man is self- 
confidence. He has held so strongly through- 
out life his opinions and theories that he has 
found himself forever at war. It was this 
certitude that made it possible for him to 
demand pecuniary aid of a state toward which 
he was antagonistic. He is contemptuous 
of Norwegian editors because they neglected 
to send him their newspapers post-free to 
Italy, yet he despised the very newspapers 
which he wished to read free of charge. So 
convinced was he of his usefulness to Norway 
that he has felt her to be forever in debt to him. 
Upon the same principle he advised his mother 
in-law to demand aid of the government in 
order that she might travel: it was her just due 
as a woman of letters. 

Ibsen wrote to a great number of eminent 
men, more especially those of his own land, 
from which country he has been much of the 
time self-exiled. He was again and again 
overcome by the homing instinct, but always 
to find himself oppressed by his native atmos- 
phere. All this the letters show, as they also 
show his borrowings from friends in the days 
of his dire poverty, his quarrels with other 
eminent men, his im patience of small communi- 
ties and small personalities. Liberty of 
thought was to him more valuable than any 
mere political liberty, and much as he warred 
with the Swedes he has desired ardently a 
renewal of a true and comprehensive Scandi 
navian union. Before he attained eminence 
he must have been a disagreeable member of 
the small Norwegian communities in which he 
lived. Letter 74, which is autobiographical, 
seems to confess a certain sense of his having 
been unnecessarily antagonistic to the surround- 
ings of his youth. His reference to As You 
Like It in that letter has a decided interest, 
though the passage is but a phrase. The 
twenty years of separation from Bjornst- 
jerne is a characteristic incident of Ibsen’s life. 
When Bjornstjerne called to congratulate Ibsen 
on his seventy-fifth birthday, the latter said, 
with tears in his eyes, ““After all, it is you 
that I loved best. Ibsen, by the way, had 
little or no communication with his father’s 
family after having gone out into the great 
European world of which he was so long an 
inhabitant. The last letter in the volume is a 
characteristic utterance addressed to a Dutch 
editor who complained of Ibsen's strong 
leaning toward the British side in the Boer war.

PHYSICAL EDUCATION 


Apid progress is 
being made in 
Scotland's ef- 

forts to meet Conti- 

nental countries with 
their own weapons — 
those forged in the phys- 
ical culture schools. 
The Carnegie Trust 

College of Hygiene 

and Physical Train- 

ing is at Dunfermline 

The progress and de- 

velopment of the work 

of this institution, the 
first of its kind, will 
undoubtedly be. followed with great interest 
by educators everywhere. The advantages 
which the institution offers are manifold. 
The 4,50c pupils of the various local schools 
receive physical drill and practice from specially 
trained teachers employed by the trust. Pub- 
lic and private dav and evening gymnasium 
classes have been opened at a nominal charge, 
to meet the wants of all desiring to enter. 

The baths, comprising Turkish, Russian, 

swimming, and slipper baths, are second to 

none in Britain in convenience and adaptability 
to the uses for which they were constructed, are 
open daily, and, for those who cannot afford 
to pay the small fee charged, and others who 
may on occasion find the new baths fully 
occupied, the old bath establishment, a former 
gift from Doctor Carnegie, has been over- 
hauled, refitted, and opened free of charge. 

The College of Hygiene offers two courses 
of study, designated the theoretical course, 
and the practical course. The former em- 
braces (1) human anatomy and_ physiology; 

(2) personal and school hygiene; (3) theory 

of movements and teaching; (4) symptoma- 

tology in connection, with remedial gymnastics 
and school hygiene; (5) voice production. 

The practical course includes (1) educational 

gymnastics —Ling’s Swedish system; (2) reme- 

dial gymnastics and massage, students being 
allowed under medical supervision to treat 





czses; (3) methods of class teaching, students 
having charge under supervision of classes of all 
ages in the public schools and in the gymna- 
ium; (4) games, dancing, and swimming, 
being important branches of physical training, 
are included in the curriculum. The course 
is such as to qualify students for taking the 
certificate of the Royal Sanitary Institute and 
the Ling Association diploma for the teacher of 
Swedish gymaastics.

loam,and very 
porous, give it 
a good dusting 
of air slaked 
lime after dig- 
ging, but be- 
fore raking. 
Everblocming 
roses require 
a well drained 
bed. If water 
stands about 
the roots the 
blooms will 
drop, and the 
bushes be set 
back, and they 
will do no
